BOOTH DISPLAY 

Each Macdonald Royal has exhibits put on by the various options in the 
fields of Agriculture, Household Science and Institute of Education. This year wai 
exception, and there were some very fine booths put up in the Men's Gym. The 
theme this year of the booth display was "Advancement through Knowledge 

The first prize in the booth competition was taken by the Entomology 
option and showed advancement in living comfort through knowledge of fly control. 
This booth certainly merited first prize and was of general interest to all those wl 
viewed it. It showed how, in just a few years, there has been an advancement m 
different methods of getting rid of those harmful and pesty insects who invade our 
homes each summer. 

Second prize was awarded to Agronomy with advancement in knowledg' 
and management of slopes for greater return. There was a comparison between 
fertile soil and poor soil resulting in failure of crops in the poor soil and a wealt 
return in the fertile one. 



Chemistry received third prize with their exhibit of nitrogen and 
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nitrogen fertilizers. Fourth prize was given to Animal Husbandry with their booth 
of poor and good grade meato With this exhibit there could be clearly seen the 
difference between the Grade C beef and the Grade A, which is due to proper 
feeding and management to bring in more profit. Poultry showed a booth dealing 
with turkey advancements and one of the main interests was the turkey in the 
cage and it was called a Chick-nik. A delicious looking turkey looked so 
appealing to the hungry crowd as did those turkey sandwiches. 

Other booths included Plant pathology which dealt with diseases on logs and 
branches; Agricultural Engineering with a booth on advance in machinery. Institute 
of Education with the development of a child, Horticulture, Bacteriology, Handicrafts, 
Household Science and General Agriculture. 

The booths proved to be very colourful and educational to all those who saw 
them and the theme was very appropriate to show "Advancement through Knowledge" 
in the different courses taken at Mac. 

Award Night

given out the same night in the Assembly Hall, before the performance of the Green 
and Gold.
